Report of the Commissioner of Agriculture. 
Washington, 21st. 


It appears from a communication from the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture to the Agricultural Com- 
mittee of the Senate, that in the Commissioner’s 
opinion the. proposed tax of twenty per cent. on 
leaf tobacco, would destroy the export trade 
which now gives us twenty million dollars of rev- 
enue. It estimates our average crop at less than 
one third the product of the world, and shows 
that the exports of Brazil have increased seven 
fold in two years. Holland and Belgium have 
increased their product several hundred per cent., 
and other European states have made an advance-, 
ment. The report concludes that the United 
States does not control the tobacco e, and that 
the capacity of other countries to grow all they 
need is ample.

The Tax on Liquors. 
Chicago, Jan. 23d. 


Some of the amendments to the tax bill which 
passed the House 8 were erroncously re- 
ported last night. The following is correct: See- 
tion 1 provides a duty of sixty cents a gallon on 
all spirits (first proot) distilled and sold or remov- 
ed tor consumption or sale. Adulterated ‘liquors 
pay an additional duty of twenty cents a gallon ; 
vrovided, said duty on spirituous beverages shall 
be collected at no lower rate than first proof and 
shall be increased in proportion forany greater 
strength than the strength of first proof. Spirits 
distilled prior to date of this act to be subjeet to 
the rates of duty provided by it from and after the 
twelfth of January, except spirits which have been 
already taxed under the law of July sixty-two, 
which shall not bear more than the additional tax 
provided by this act. All distilled spirits upon 
which excise duty is imposed by the aw, may be 
exported without payment of said duty, and when 
the same is intended for exportation, may, without 
being charged with such duty, be removed under 
such regulations, and upon the execution for such 
transportation, of such bonds as the Secretary of 
the Treasury may prescribe ; provided. said spirits 
are transported directly from the distillery, to a 
bonded warehouse, and in no case shalla draw- 
back be allowed. Section 7 provides that there 
shall be collected on spirits distilled from grain or 
other material, whether American or Foreign pro- 
duction imported from Foreign countries, of first 
proof, a duty of forty cents a gallon, and no lower 
rate of duty shall be collected than upon tie basis 
of first proof, and shall be increased in proportion 
for any greater strength than the strength of first 
proof, and upon all such spirits imported eae to 
the passage of this act, there shall be levied an ad- 
ditional tax of forty cents, 11 on cotton bougbt 
and sold by Government, which is free from tax.
